One Common Emblem 
For All-German 
Olympic Team 


Berlin, Nov. 13. 

A common emblem will be 
worn by Bast and West German 
athletes In one all-German team 
at the 1966 Olympic Games, 

This was announced ‘today 
following a mecting here yester- 
day of leaders of the East and 
West German National Olympic 
Committees. 

The embiem will show the 
colours black, red and gold, 
which are common to East and 
West Germany and the five 
Olymple rings. 

The Committee also decided 
that no national anthem would

Like so of the island 
folk songs, recls and waltzes, it 
belongs to the traditions of this 
Island in the Baltic which has 
known so many changes through 
the ‘ages. 


TRADITIONS 


For GoWanders, though they 
plough thelr flelds with the latest 
model tractors and reap thelr 
clops with the help of up-to-date 
combine harvesters, hold jealous- 
ly tw their Craditions, 

In lwaly meadows which 
faintly resemble the common 
land sUli found in sume English 
villages vr cven, though om a 
much larger scale, tho village 
green, they gather from time to 
time through the summer for 
traditional celebrations. 

For weddings and harvest and 
various other “‘oocastuns” in 
village life, are celebrated today 
In the countryside In accordance 
with old traditions. 

Once, two, Gotlanders had a 
language of their own—old 
Gotlamllc, closely related to 
Icelandic. But with the spread 
vf education, it ts now being 
crowded = out in favour of 
Swedish, or ot any rate a 
Swedish dialect which can be 
understood by mainlancers. 

But the Gotlanders are a proud 
and Independent people—possibly 
because, even in the Middle 
Ages, they were neither serfs 
nor slaves. 

Peasant farmers on this island 
were always freemen. Lf they 
worked the land of others, they 
did so as men paying rent or 
tithe, not as alove-labouress. 

Gotland, indeed, was one 
northern Burope's  carliest—and 
perhaps happtest—democracies. 
Az a time when its larger neigh- 
bours were ruled by all-powerful 
Kings, feudei overlords and the 
Uke, Gothund enjoyed sclf- 
government by an Assembly of 
merchant~farmers. 

Sitting at Roma, this Assembly 

settled all the Island’s affairs 
with Uttle interference from the 
ultimate overiord on the main- 
lond, whether he happened to be 
Swede or Dane. 
Even the con ng of 
Christianity Gotlanders absorbed 
in thelr own way. In their 
Churches, for Instance, are 
embodied to this day many of 
thelr ancient superstitions. 


EVIL THINGS 

They knew well, for Instance, 
that the devil, like other evil 
things such as biting winds and 
the frosts that ruined their crops, 
came from the north. 

So many of the churches have 
no windows at ail in the north

The first defendants are the now non-existent merchant- 
firm, Oriental Development Co., formerly of 31 Gilman 


Bazaar, which “disappeared” 
not appear in Court. 


The second defendants are 
the United Chinese Bank Ltd., 
of Kwok Man House, Ice House 
Street, represenied by the Hon. 
Leo d’Almada, QC, and Mr 
Oswalkl Cheung, instructed by 
Mr W. C. R. Carr of Johnston, 
Stokes and Master, 


The thifd defendant, also a 
claimant, was Lam Ting, trad-
